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~ SCRUGGS HELD FOR 
THE GRAND JUBY 


HE AND LANGHORNE WILL HAVE 
TO FACE THE MUSIC. 


PREVIOUS BONDS CONTINUED. 


Plenty of Evidence of Good Character, 
but It Was Held to Be 
Irrelevant. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 5.—Richard M. Scruggs 


and E. S. Langhorne were again held to 
the Grand-jury to-day, accused of attempt- 
ing to evade the customs duties by surrep- 
_titiously bringing into this country divers 
articles intended for presents. Their bond 
for $5,000 each, given two weeks ago to-day, 
was continued and they left the court with 
their friends and attorney. The case will 
go before the jury in the ordinary course 
of business, and an indictment is very 
likely. 

Mr. Scruggs and Mr. Langhorne may go 
to St. Louis next week. Mr. Scruggs was 
the chief witness to-day. He was still weak, 
but stronger than on Thursday, when he 
presented a really pathetic appearance. He 
told the story of the now famous trip in 
a frank, open style. He positively denied 
the story of Inspector Donohue that he tovuk 
a certain ring from Mr. Langhorne’s pocket 
and said he heard Donohue forcing Lang- 
horne to take it from his watch chain, and 
saw it removed. 

The Government's attorney, Mr. Hinan, 
created surprise when the case opened by 
declining to cross examine Mr. Langhorne, 
who was on the stand when the case ad- 
journed Thursday. He followed the same 
course with Mr. Scruggs, Mr. Vandervoort 
and the other witnesses called to testify to 
the character of the men. Mr. Hinan dis- 
played much irritation at different times, 
He seems one of those ‘“‘scrappy”’ fellows, 
temporarily with power in his hands, and 
as he has charge of the case before the 
Grand-jury it is pretty certain that every- 
thing possible will be done tO secure an in- 
dictment.

NEW YORK, June 5.—The Scruggs-Lang- 
horne case was resumed by Commissioner 
Shields this morning, before whom Richard 
M. Scruggs and E. 8S. Langhorne had been 
charged with attempting to smuggle goods 
into this port without payment of duty. 
The accused came into court with Gen, 
Ketcham, their attorney. Mr. Vandervoort 
and other friends were present. 

When the hearing was adjourned on 
Thursday the Government's direct testi- 
mony had closed and Mr. Langhorne was 
testifying for the defense. 

Mr. Scruggs was the first witness called 
this morning. He said he had been in bus- 
iness forty-seven years in St. Louis. He 
went to Europe and returned with Mr. 
Langhorne. Gen. Ketcham requested him to 
tell the entire story of the trip and return. 
The Government objected to any conversa- 
tion had in Burope being given. The ob- 
jection was sustained, after which he be- 
gan his story. 

“On March 21,” said he, “Mr. Langhorne 
and I left St. Louls for New York. We 
left New York March 25 for Liverpool. 

He then traced his steps to the Hotel 
Metropole in London, which was reached in 
@ few days, when they took adjoining 
rooms. “‘About the middle of April in Lon- 
don I purchased three watches and had 
monograms put on tham. I bought at the 
Same time a ring and presented it to Mr. 
Langhorne and purchased one for myself, 
which I had on when I reached New York! 
With the exception of Langhorne’s ring they 
remained at the store where they were pur- 
chased for several weeks. I think about 
May 18, after my return from Paris, I had 
put on one of the watches ‘S. S.’ for Sally 
Scruggs, my sister, on another ‘M. B.’ for 
Mildred Berry, my niece, on another ‘I H.’' 
for a grand-daughter of my sister, all of 
whom live in my house, They were bought 
‘for presents. 


“I looked @t other places for goods, but 
returned to the store where the first things 
were purchased ahd bought other articles. 
In my presence Mr. Langhorne bought a 
gold watch for himself at this time and or- 
dered his monogram placed on it. He also 
bought a ring, @ solid gold one, on which 
he wanted his initials. That ring was 
among the things seized. It had been or- 
dered changed several times, as it did not 
fit. 

“We did not have but one purse. Mr. 
Langhorne paid all our bills. At times I 
did not have a shilling with which I could 
have had my shoes blackened.” 

Mr. Scruggs then said the exhibits he be- 
leved were the articles bought tn Europe. 
He sald he saw Mr. Langhorne’s belt often 
while in Europe. It was used for carrying 
coin. He and Langhorne were constantly 
together. 

Returning to the purchasing of the arti. 
cles, he said: “All the articles I bought 
were intended for presents except those I 
bought for myself and those I gave Lang-| 
horne. 

“The articles I bought for myself gere 
two scarfpins and one ring. They were not 
seized. I bought two scarfpins and a ring 
for Langhorne. They, too, were not seized, 
All of these were on the bills.” 

, Then with grave care and impressivencss 
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never been abroad, had no knowledge of the 
law and did not know I was doing any- 
thing wrong. For years I have had charge 
of the financial end of our St. Louis dry 
g00ds house. I signed checks and had not 
for a number of years had anything to do 
with the importing of goods.” 

The belt was again brought up and Mr. 
Scruggs said the articles in the belt were 
placed there for safety only; ‘“‘they had been 
in boxes, In trunks, and a few of the articles 
were taken out of the boxes, put in the 
belt and the boxes divided between us. 
They were put in our pockets; three, con- 
taining jewelry, were put in an outside vest 
pocket and an empty box was put in my 
coat tail pocket. All of the jewelry, except 
a bracelet, belonged to me. 


“On our return to New York Mr. Lang- 
horne and I were frequently on deck to- 
gether. We could have thrown the small 
boxes overboard easily without detection. 
We came off the boat, walked across the 
platform and began to hunt for our bag- 
gage. I got all mine together. Mr. Lang- 
horne had a heavy coat on his arm. I did 
not see anything hanging out of the pocket. 
I saw a man with Mr. Langhorne examin- 
ing one of the trunks. I watched the pro- 
cedure. Mr. Langhorne and the man went 
off, Mr. Langhorne saying he was going to 
pay his duties. In a moment Mr. Lang- 
horne returned and said: ‘Mr. Scruggs, this 
man says these articles we have are dutla- 
ble.’ It was the first time I heard that they 
were dutiable. No one had asked me to 
list them. 

“I told Langhorne I wanted to pay all 
that was due and reached for my purse 
for the bill. Mr. Langhorne took the bills 
out of the pocketbok. I did not object to 
paying duty.” 

Two attempts to have Mr. Scruggs say 
whether or not Langhorne had no object in 
avoiding paying duty were prevented by 
the District Attorney. Finally he was per- 
mitted to say he had not advised Lang- 
horne not to pay duties. 

Mr. Scruggs then said he heard Mr. Don- 
ohue order Mr. Langhorne to take a ring 
from his watch chain and saw him take it 
off under protest. Mr. Scruggs said: 

“It was positively taken from his watch 
chain and not from his pocket, as Donohue 
swore on Thursday. 

“I took my articles from the boxes at 
the request of Donohue, who gaid he wanted 
the articles I had. I replied that I wanted 
to pay duty on all that I was compelled 
to do. He replied, ‘It is too late; give me 
up all you have or I will search you.’ I 
replied it is unnecessary for you to search 
me, and I then gave him all the things. 
One was a monogram watch I had worn 
from London.” ” 
This closed Mr. Scruggs’ evidence and the 
Government attorney declined to question 
him. 

Gen. Ketcham then asked Scruggs his 
age, which he said was 76, and Mr. Scruggs 
retired. 


Mr. W. F. Vandervoort then took the 
stand. He had been in business with Mr. 
Scruges for thirty-seven years. Mr. Scruggs 
had charge of the financial end of the bus- 
iness and did not have anything to. do with 
the importation of goods. 

Col. Charles R. Pope, formerly of St. 
Louis, now a resident of New York, had 
known Mr. Scruggs for thirty-five years. 
He knew his character to be absolutely 
above reproach, 

Commissioner Shields said he supposed 
there was no doubt of the men’s charac- 
ters. 

Assistant District Attorney Hinan tartly 
said: “Oh, it makes no difference; let these 
men compliment their friend, but it can’t 
enter here. If all St. Louis was brought 
here to testify as to their character it 
would not make any difference.”’ 

The Commissioner rather agreed and said 
only questions of fact were competent be- 
fore him. Did the men bring the things 
into this country without paying duty, and 
by doing it did they defraud the Govern- 
ment, was the question before him. 

ten. Ketcham began to argue and got 
only this far: “If the Government admits 
that no fraud. was intended—then—’ when 
Mr. Hinan broke in heatedly: ‘“‘The Gov- 
ernment does not acknowledge any such 
thing.”’ 

Gen. Ketcham took another tack and be- 
gan his speech again, but again Mr. Hinan 
displayed much irritation. He is red 
headed, sharp featured and bellicose by na- 
ture, and impressed one as being a bluffing 
prosecutor. He tartly withdrew his objec- 
tions to the testimony, saying he would not 
have objected had he dreamed a talk was 
to result. A sharp retort followed and then 
W. C. Steigers and Mr. Kip were permitted 
to testify as to the character of Scruggs 
and Langhorne. 

This closed the case for the defense. Mr. 
Hinan announced that he had evidence to 
offer in rebuttal, but would not do so. 
Gen. Ketcham then made a brief address. 
Mr. Hinan declined to reply. Commissioner 
Shields promptly held both men to the 
Grand-jury. In doing so he said there were 
plain questions of fact Involved by reason 
of contradiction of evidence and he was 
not called upon to decide which was the 
truth. He continued the bond under which 
they had rested.

MRS. HUBERT KAULING INVOKES 
AN ODD MISSOURI LAW. 


HE MAY BE A SLAVE SIX MONTHS 


Unless He Raises Cash Right Away 
There Is No Escape From 
the Auction Block. 


On Thursday next, at the east front door 
of the City Court-house, Hubert Kauling, 
until recently a resident at 6316 Pattison 
avenue, will probably be sold to the highest 
bidder for a term of six months. 

There is but one way to escape this fate, 
and that is to put up enough cash to sup- 
port his family for that period. Kauling 
says this is impossible. 

If the action begun Saturday morning in 
Justice Harmon's court stands the test, 
on Thursday, or as soon after the trial 
as the Judge may decree, Kauling will be 
taken by the Sheriff or a Constable to the 
place designated and auction his time, as 
dealers did with their slaves before the 
war. 

A man thus sold under the law will be com- 
pelled to serve his ‘master’ as faithfully 
and conscientiously as he would an em- 
ployer. 

In’ her bill of complaint Mrs. Kauling 
states she was married to the defendant in 
St. Louis on Jan. 2, 1888, and that she has 
always been to him a true and loving wife. 
Three children were the fruit of the union. 
Two are dead. Clara, the youngest, is with 
plaintiff. | 

On Sept. 5, 1896, the petition says, Katnling 
wilfully deserted his family and refused to 
contribute for their support, nor has he 
since then given to the plaintiff for her sus- 
tenance and that of her child one cent. 
She prays the count be now be declared 
a vagrant under the provisions of chapter 
169, section 8,846 of the Revised Statutes of 
1889, and that under Section 8,849 of the 
same chapter ‘his time be sold and that she 
be given relief after the charges and costes 
of the suit have been paid.

will order the constable to dispose of the 
defendant’s services to the highest bidder. 

The costs of the suit will be paid and the 
residue turned over to the wife for the sup- 
port of herself and child.

HOW IN URBAN 


WHERE THE NEGRO MITCHELL 
WAS LYNCHED FRIDAY. 


SHERIFF M’LAIN IN DAYTON. 


He and the Militia Are Dodging, While 
Gov. Bushnell Tries to Clear 
His Skirts. 


URBANA, O., June 5.—Urbana this 
morning is a very different place from the 
-Urbana of yesterday. The city has re- 
sumed its normal condition and the scene 
has changed entirely. Instead of a negro 
dangling from a tree on the most promli- 
nent street corner, the excited populace 
thronging the streets, the military and 
Sheriff hiding in the county jail, the spec- 
tacle of a peaceable community, 4 fleeing 
Sheriff, a missing captain and a military 
company making themselves scarce is pre- 
sented. Nothing is known positively of the 


whereabouts of Sheriff McLain and Capt. 
Leonard. It ts the general understanding 
that the Sheriff drove to Springfield, but 
nobody outside the captain's circle of im- 
mediate friends know where he went. It 
was reported last evening that a mob of 
150 was organizing to go to Springfield 
after the Sheriff and such word went. to 
Springfield, haves. the effect, it is said, o 
driving the Sheriff off to Dayton. He i 
universally condemned by the people and 


eld responsible for the shooting of citi-. 


on by the militia. The citizens insist 
that he was altogether too officious in this 
matter and should have refrained from or- 
dering out the troops. 


Ae for the captain, he is condemned for 
ordering the soldiers to fire, and the boys 
of the company for firing into a crowd of 
their fellow-citizens. After their escape 
from the ja‘l the members of the company 
have not dared show their faces upon the 
streets, and many of them bave eft the 
city. A liveryman took a timid squad of 
them to Springfield. 

Their troubles are not over yet. Some 
of the wounded claim to know who shot 
them and several thrashings are laid up. 
It is reported that Smith Bell, the father 
of Harry Béll, who was killed, threatens 
to k‘ll Capt. Leonard on sight. 

The son wis an unmarried man, aged 
about ® years, and a broommaker by oc- 
cupation Upton Baker, the other man 
killed, was about 37 years of age and mar- 
ried. He was a farmer, being a tenant 
on a farm north of the city. e leaves a 
wife and five small children. 

The body of “Click’’ Mitchell, the rapist, 
who was the cause of all the trouble, is an 
elephant on the hands of the Ny. Mitchell’s 
body bein unclaimed by relatives, was 
dumped into Undertaker Humphreys’ wagon 
late yesterday afternoon, and driven hur- 
riedly away, amid the jeers of the crowd, 
to his establishment, under the supposition 
that a Dr. Myers, who proved to be from 
Springfield, would take it. But upon ar- 
rival and consultation he decided not to. It 
developed that he did not represent one of 
the Columbus Medical Colleges, as sup- 
posed, but an embalming school, and he 
Wanted the body for demonstration pur- 

oses. Accordingly the body was secreted 
or the night, and further efforts made to 
find somebody to accept it. It became neces- 
sary for the authorities to maintain great 
secrecy as to the place of concealment in 
order to prevent the mob from wreaking 
vengeance on the remains. Threats of get- 
ting the body and burning it were freely 
made. 
Before being removed from the Court 
House yard, relic hunters had nearly cut the 
coat off the dead man. Every button was 
gone, and even his shoes and stockings were 
taken off and carried away. 


The Mayor of the city, Hon. C. H. Gan- 
son, the etockman, is well-known in Co- 
lumbus from his former connection w'th the 
State Fair and Board of Agriculture. He 
has officiated as starter for the State Fair 
races and as judge of exhibitions. He says 
the tragedy of n'ght before last and the 
oching were uncalled for.

RE WERE 108 STARTERS, 


Field Went Off in Good Order and Are 
Now Pounding Over the 
Twenty-Mile Run. 


. 

The seventh annual Forest Park road 
race Saturday afternoon was attended by 
every circumstance and condition that has 
in the past made it the great bicycle évent 
of the year in St. Louis. 

It was expected to be a great success from 
every point of view, and all those expecta- 
tions were realized. The field of entries was 
large, the fast men were numerously en- 
tered, the handicapping was what it should 
have been, the crowd was tremendous, the 
road fine, enthusiasm high and the weather 


beautiful. All these things contributed to 
make the great St. Louis bicycle derby a 
memorable event for the participants and 
the thousands who applauded the athletes 
in the contest as they bent every muscle to 
pedal themselves into fame, and who en- 
thusiastically cheered the winners as they 
crossed the finishing line. 

For six years the annual Forest Park road 
race has attracted attention from the great- 
est amateurs of the West. Year after year 
but added to the fame and reputation of 
the race, and when the event was won a 
year ago all the spectators thought the 
zenith had been reached and a finer contest 
in the beautiful park would never be seen. 
It was a splendid race, but the excitement 
andenthusiasmofthecrowds were restrained 
by fhe-remembrance of the awful tornado 
or} had swept over the city but a few days 

efore. ' 

The race, in any sort of weather, is al- 
ways good for great crowds of people, but 
in this respect all records were broken, 
and the great race of 1897 goes down into 
local wrong history as the most memor- 
able of all the events since the first was 
run the first Saturday in June, 1891. 

Early in the afternoon the crowds began 
to arrive in the park. On all the boule- 
vards there was a steady stream of bi- 
cyclists, They began to enter the park as 
.0ur on 
the number increased until it seemed that 
half the town was awheel. 

The girl cyclists were out in force. The 
bloomer girl was there, and so was her sis- 
‘ter of the short skirt. Many new and hand- 
some bicycle. dresses .were seen on the 
wheels and on the benches about the 
course. Some of them attracted attention 
not by the abbreviated length of the skirts 
or for the absence of skirts, but, because 
of the stockings they wore. These were of 
the new: fashionable Scotch plaids, the red, 
black, the blue, the yellow, the white and 
the green of them making a kaleidoscopic 
ensemble of colors rivaling the brightest 
rainbow. 

But bicyclists did not have the roads to 
themselves.. Scattered along were stylish 
traps and vehicles of all kinds, each having 
its load of merry, light-hearted young peo- 
ple. Dog carts, drags, T carts, tandems, 
brakes and coaches were in the 
The girls on them wore their newest 
and mast fetching summer hats and sum- 
mer frocks and they made bright and 
pretty pictures, at which the w eelmen 
who passed looked in admiration. The use- 
ful surrey and the family carriage were in 
the line, all bent for the same direction— 
the Forest Park road race. 

People who do not ride and who own 
neither wheels nor vehicles went out on the 
street cars, and thousands of those who 
saw the‘race were transported in this fash- 
ion. 

For weeks the entries, 108 of the speed- 
jest riders in this section of the country, 
had been training for the event, and the 
starting signal yesterday found each of 
them trained and in the best of physical 
condition for such a.heart-breaking strug- 
gle as the Nigger Hill climb. Of course 
there were some accidents, but there are 


| always accidents in road races, and espe-

where the racers are handicapped 
by the crowds, who break in on the course 
at the curves and turns in their struggles 
to get a better view of the flyers. 

With so many entries in there was little 
attempt at winner-pieking made by the 
crowd before the race. Generally’ the 
seven-m'‘nute men had turned up the win- 


| ner and many people Saturday expected to 


see him in one of the eleven men started 
with that advantage over the scratch men. 
They looked for the time winners in the 
scratch men or the three in the minute 
handicap. 


There was the usual delay at the start, 
but the mounted police kept the crowd 
back and Starter Will Laing without wast- 
ing any time on tardy contestants sent 
the nine-minute men over the line shortly 
before 3:20 o’clock. The others followed 
in quick and orderly succession and the 
big twenty-mile grind up hill and down

WOOD SCHEDULE. 


Tariffs on Lumber, Planks and Saw 
Logs Occupy the Attention of the 
Senate All Morning. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 5.—On the 
opening of the Senate to-day a letter from 
the Secretary of State was received trans- 
mitting a letter from the Minister of Aus- 


tria-Hungary, Baron Von Hengelmueller, 
a in behalf of his Government 
against the discriminations of the sugar 
schedule in the pending tariff bill against 
bountied sugar. he Minister's letter was 
read in full at the request of Mr. Vest. 

urges that the discrimination against sugars 
receiving bounties denies to Austria-Hun- 
gary the most favored nation treatment, and 
also threatens to damage heavily the ex- 
ports of the country. he communication 
was referred to the Finance Committee. 

At 12:15 the cons'deration of the tariff bill 
Was resumed. The first paragraph of the 
wood schedule relating to hewn timber, etc., 
was agreed to at 1% per cent per cubic foot, 
the new rate proposed by the committee. 

hen the next paragraph, sawed boards, 
Planks, deals, etc., was reached, Mr. Vest 
said he would later move to place the arti- 
cles of this paragraph and those of the 
previous one on the freé list. 

Mr. Allison then perfected the proviso re- 
lating to the addition of the export duty 
Upon saw logs coming from countries pay- 
ing an export duty, so that the proviso will 
apply also to “boom sticks and chains used 
in towing logs.”’ This amendment was 
agreed to. Mr. Jones (Ark.), spoke against 
an additional tax on lumber, referring to 
the heavy burden it imposed on the people 
of the West. He said the rates of the biil 
were the result of a determined and syste- 
matic effort by the lumber men, and in 
this connection he read a letter from the 
National Lumber Convention, issued from 
an office in abe sgeapey gery urging that peti- 
tions to Senators and members be prepared 
bearing the names of workingmen. This, 
Mr. Jones declared, was the. means by 
which the high rates were being urged. 

Mr. Vest said there was not a single item 
in the bill so utterly indefensible as that 
increasing the rate on white pine, takin 
it from the free list and placing it at $ 

er 1,000 feet. White pine was justly called 
‘the king of coniferous woods,” and yet 
the clear intent of the framers of this bill 
was to make the rates absolutely prohibi- 
tory on this wood. 

It was due to some extent to a combina- 
tion between the lumber interests of the 
West and the South, and he had been con- 
fronted by this combination during his 
last canvass. The Senator referred to the 
manner in which the Maine delegation— 
the ablest one tn Congress—had surceeded 
for years in keeping spruce on the dutiable 
list. It was a credit to their capacity, 
which they displayed in all directions, se- 
curing among other things more pubtic 
buildings than ahy other State. 

Mr. Bacon (Dem.) made a vigorous re- 
sponse to an aftack by Mr. Vest on the 
lumber schedule, especially the white pine 
rates, which the Missouri Senator charac- 
terized as the most indefensible part of the 

Mr. Bacon resented the characteri- 
zation as unjust, saying the average rate 
of the schedule was only 20 per cent and 
that he would gupport it.

Wool Growers’ Demands to Be Recog- 
nized and Sugar Duties to Be 
Made Specific. 


o the Post-Dispatch. 

a ASHINGTON, D. C., June 5.—On Tues- 
day evening last a large number of Repub- 
lican Senators, including the members of 
the Sub-Committee on Finance who framed 
the tariff bill, Senators Platt of New York 
and Spooner of Wisconsin, who with the 
sub-committee from the steering commit- 
tee charged with the work of putting the 
tariff bill through the Senate, met at the 
residence of Senator McMillan of Mich'gan, 

After a good dinner these Republican 
leaders held a long and earnest consulta- 
tion for the purpose of settling all differ- 
ences that existed with regard to the vari- 
ous schedules of the bill, and to make sure. 
of harmonious and speedy action in get- 
ting the bill to a vote, The result of the 
conference was an agreement to propose 
very radical changes in the most important 
schedules, which will not only secure unan- 
imous support for it on the Republican 


side of the Senate, but will make the bill 
acceptable to the House leaders and _ rea- 
sonabl¢ sure of adoption by the Committee 
of Conference, to which it will eventually 


Oo, 

The wool schedule will be amended in 
accordance with the demands of the Sen- 
ators representing the distinctive wool- 
growing States. 

In brief the proposed changes are: The 
minimum duty on third-classewools is to be 
increased from 4 to 5 cents a pound, and 
the lower dividing line in the third-class 
wools, between maximum and minimum 

rice, is to be reduced from 10 to 9 cents. 

e duty on first-class wools is to be in- 
creaged from 8 to 9 cents a pound, and that 
on second-class and skirted wools to 10 
cents. 

The sugar schedule is to be recast. That 
is, the duties are to be made specific. Pos- 
sibly there may be a slight decrease from 
the rates fixed by the House; but if this 
be conceded it will be very slight. 

The proposed increase of the tax on beer 
to $1.44.a barrel will be abandoned with a 
possible concession to those who argue the 
necessity of additional revenue in the way 
of amendments to the present regulations 
so that the full amount of the tax of $l a 
barrel shall be paid. A rebate of 7% cents 
a barrel for leakage, etc., is now allowed. 

This change alone will add —— $3,000. 
to the internal revenué receipts. If it shall 
be found expedient to provide additional 
sources of revenue, the proposed restora- 
tion of a amp tax will doubtless be made, 
the stamp to be.of the value of 1 cent in- 
stead of 2 cents, as under the old reg’me, 
and made to apply to checks, drafts, stock 
certificates, etc. 

Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, who has 
been reported sick for the last three days, 
is secretly working on the» proposed new 
sugar schedule.

WITH A PAI 
DF DULL KNIVES. 


PETER BOLLMAN MADE MOST 
GHASTLY MUTILATIONS. 


HE WAS ANXIOUS TO DIE. 


A Gaping Throat Wound and Arteries 
in His Wrist Severed, Yet 
He Lives. 


Peter Bollman of 1525 South Third street 
tried to die Saturday morning at 11 o'clock. 
The method of suicide attempted by Boll- 
man was remarkably ghastly and desperate. 

With perfect caimness Bollman walked to 
the kitchen in his mother’s residence, 1525 
South Third street, and procured two ordi- 
nary case knives. Then he got a whetstone. 
The knives were dull and it took him half 
an hour to sharpen them. Carefully he tried 
the edge of the blades and decided they 
would cut. 

Then he plunged one of the knives in his 


throat. The wound was only slight. Then 
he tried the other knife. It was dull, too. 
Again the desperate man _ used his whet- 
stone. Another plunge and the knife sank 
deep into Bollman’s throat. Still he felt 
that his work was not complete. A few 
more strokes of the knife on the whetstone. 
Then the blade was drawn across the ar- 
teries of the left wrist. 

Blood spurted from the gaping wounds 
and ran in rivulets on the floor. Meanwhile 
Bollman’s aged mother stood as a*horrified 
witness. She tried to stay the hand of her 
son. In his madness he would not allow 
her to approach him. The aged woman 
rushed down upon the street, and amid 
hysterical screams gave the alarm. 

Policemen Stone and Manning of the 
Third District were summoned. They found 
Bollman still hacking himself first with 
one knife, then with the other. 

The whetstone was on a table at conven- 
fent reach. The dullness of the knives ne- 
cessitated frequent whetting. The officers 
overpowered the bleeding man and sent him 
to the City Dispensary. There Dr. Kear- 
ney dressed the wounds. He found a deep 
incision in the throat. By Bollman’s slow 
process of cutting he ‘had lacerated the 
flesh in a horrible manner. On either side 
of the ghastly wound the flesh hung in 
shreds. The incision narrowly missed sev- 
ering the wind-pipe. In fact, the doctor 
found a scratch on the wind-pipe. 

On Bollman’s left wrist he had hacked 
ersistently until the fiesh looked like it hud 
een on a chopping block. The pevecsag of 
the arteries on the wrist caused a profuse 
flow of blood. Dr. Kearney stopped it and 
at noon when Bollman was sent to the City 
Hospital, his chances of recovery were pro- 
nounced very good. 

“IT don’t want to die now,” he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘“‘put I would have 
finished the job if they hadn’t stopped me.” 

Bollman is a German, 38 years old, unmar- 
ried. He has been living with his widowed 
mother in the house where he attempted to 
destroy his life. 

When asked why he wanted to kill him- 
sfif, Bollman said: “I am a laborer. I 
have been out of employment for several 
months. I h@ard all around my neighbor- 
hood ‘that oe were talking about me. 

eered me on the streets and made 

me because I was out of work. 
This made me despondent. I had the blues 
and wanted to die.’’ 

While talking to the reporter, Bollman 
lapsed into a fit of weeping. 

“Oh, God! what horribly dull knives,’’ he 
exclaimed. 

When questioned closel 
Bollman admitted he ha been drinking 
liquor to excess of late. It is generally be- 
Heved that alcoholism caused him to fancy 
grievances that did not exist. 

Officer Stone, who was first to reach Boll- 
man, says the injured man muttered to him- 
self: ‘“‘Now, I guess they won't accuse me 
of stealin’ any more.” 

So far as learned no one had ever ac 
cused Bollman of stealing anything.

IS HER FATHER 


WOMAN WHO KILLED HERSELF 
HAD RELATIVES. 


HER BODY IS _ UNCLAIMED. 


Wm. Koch, the Lover, Says He Doesn’t 
Know Why She Commit- 
ted Suicide. 


Viola Jamison, who committed suicide at 
2712 Market street by taking chloroform, 
was a daughter of Blair Jamison of 1318 
Pestalozzi street. 

He has shown no interest in her death. 

It was believed that the girl came to St. 
Louis from Kansas City. 

An entry made on the fly leaf of a pray- 
er-book found in her trunk is to this effect. 

Her sister, Mre. Irene Hart, evidently 
lives in Lebanon, Ill. On May 19 Mrs. Hart 
wrote to Viola: 

“T inclose you a round trip ticket to Leb- 
anon. No one need know your secret.” 

The young woman evidently took the 
drug Thursday noon, immediately after the 
receipt of a letter from Cleveland, O., but 
that she was dead was not learned till Fri- 
day afternoon. 


The letter, which was published in the 6 
o’clock edition of the Pos:-Dispatch, was 
from William Koch of 15 W'llett street, 


Cleveland. The writer urged Viola not to: 


take chloroform, chided her for some trouble 
they had had in the past, and then stated 
the conditions upon which she could vis‘t 
Cleveland. She must not bear his name, 
and must live in another part of the city. 

Koch referred to their having lived to- 
gether in St. Louis. and then told her that 
he had met with financial reverses and had 
no money. 

-The girl had evidently been in St. Louis 
a year, and it is said she worked for a time 
in a candy store where one day she met 
Koch. The result of the meeting was that 
they lived together on Olive street, then on 
Market, as man and wife. Koch ‘s an expert 
bicyclist, and the two were frequently seen 
on a tandem in the parks. 

The woman called on Tom Furlong, who 
conducts a private detective agency, a week 
ago and told him she feared Koch intended 
to desert her, and she asked Furlong to use 
his influence in her favor. He declined ta 
have anything to do in the matter. 

The body of Viola Jamison lies at the 
Morgue unclaimed. A letter that came to 
2712 Walnut street an hour after her body 
was discovered Friday was turned over to 
the police and by them to Coroner Walt. 
The Coroner opened the epistle Saturday, 
but refused to make the contents public. He 
said it did not throw any light on the girl’s 
identity. 

An inquest was held at 11 o’clock Friday 
and a verdict of suicide from chloroform 
was rendered, 

The body wiil be held at the Morgue twen- 
ty-four hours and if not claimed will be 
interred in the Potter’s Field.

The Man Who Used the Pistol Has an 
Easy Escape Down Fair 
Avenue.

The wounded negro was sent to the Dis- 
pensary, and then to the hospital. He is 
shot through the bowels and will die. He 
is also a St. Louis man, and has been em- 

loyed by Mr. Mattingly for only a few

No other explanation 
fits in with Senor Canovas’ offering his res'g- 
nation at such a critical moment in national 
affairs, and th!s is additionally borne out by 
his tendering his resignation precipitately, 
no doubt in reply to the Queen’s remarks, 
and without consulting the other ministers, 
so that for hours they knew nothing of the 
proffered resignation. Meantime the same 
state of ministerial anarchy continued. The

_referee’s fees must be taxed as costs, but 
that those of the stenographer must be paid 
by the party in whose interest he is em- 
ployed unless it is previously agreed that 
the fees be taxed as costs.

The right of the Sugar Trust to aid in 
buying elections and, by consequence, leg- 
islation to fill its pockets, having been ftor- 
mally established by judicial decision, what 
should Congress do about it? 

This Congress will do nothing. It is dom- 
inated by the party which has behind it 
all the trusts, the united power of the 
predatory and privilege seeking wealth of 
the whole country. This Congress and this 
Administration cannot turn upon the trusts 
without being in ungrateful rebelHon 
against their creator. 

But a Congress elected by the people ani| 
impelled to act in the public interest would 
make swift response to Judge Bradley’s ac- 
quittal of Havemeyer and Searles by re- 
ducing the Sugar Trust’s ability to contrib- 
ute to campaign funds. The Senate Tariff 
bill proposes to give this monopoly a pro- 
tection worth in cash about $24,900,000 a 
year—to make it a present of that vast 
sum in addition to what it is entitled to 
for the sugar which it sells to the Ameri- 
can people. An honest Congress would <de- 
prive the Sugar Trust of protection alto- 
gether. And this could be done without af- 
fecting the revenue. By placing a duty on 
refined sugar that should be equivalent 
simply to the duty collected on the raw 
sugar used by the refineries of the Trust, 
Messrs. Havemeyer and Searles and their 
partners would be driven out of the busi- 
ness of corrupting our public life for their 
private profit and reduced to their proper 
rank as makers and sellers of sugar.

CLUB MEMBERS’. HANDICAP 
BRINGS OUT THE CRACKS. 


TYPHOON Il. IS THE FAVORITE. 


Early Indications Point to a Big At- 
tendance and a Great 
Day’s Sport. 


“Is there a horse in the race that can 
make Typhoon II. stretch his neck?” That 
seems to be the only open question about 


oe ag afternoon's Club Members’ hand- 
cap. 


Of course there are other horses in the 
big race and other opinions, otherwise 
there wouldn't be a horse race. 

There was evidence shortly after noon at 
the big track that an event of unusual im- 
portance was on the card. 

The drawing in of fifteen bookmakers 
was the first symptom that a big crowd 
was in prospect. Later the stretch in front 
of the club house began to fill. Many of 
the members drove out for dinner. Bev- 
eral parties dined al fresco on the lawn, 
and it made a pretty sight. Out on the 
track an army of men raked and turned 
the soil while the sun dried it into dust. 
Thea the big roller packed it hard. The 

reparation went on all morning to get 
he ey in shape for the big event of the 
meeting. 

It was an ideal day for a big eine event, 
The sun shone gayly and the air had the 
softness of June with enough edge on it to 
drive away -enui. 

The best horses in the United States will 
be lined up at the starting gate to contest 
for the $3,000 stake of the Club Members’ 
Handicap. That the best horses in the 
country are here is a fact which cannot be 
disputed. There are at least four who could 
run all around Howard Mann, the winner 
of the Brooklyn Handicap, and most of 
them are entered for the stake race this 
afternoon. 

The favorite in the race is, of course, J. 
C, Cahn’s chestnut 8-year-old Typhoon IL., 
who is in the pink of condition and fit to 
race for a king’s ransom. The others will 
be Cougle’s Ulysses, Johnny ‘\ Huffman’s 
Dare II1., H. B. Durham’s Nimrod, Brewer 
Scharr’s Macy and perhaps Murphy’s Buck 
Massie. The we!ghts on the latter are al- 
most prohibitive, however, and it is doubt- 
ful if the horse will start. It looks like too 
much of a handicap to ask Buck Massie 
to carry 1246 pounds to Typhoon’'s 97 in a 
race of a mile and a quarter, 

Typhoon II. is a marvel of speed. He took 
the great Ornament’s measure in the Ken- 
tucky Derby and made a procession of the 
Memorial andicap here. There is only 
one chance to beat him and that is by run- 
ning him off his feet at the start and let- 
ting a reserve horse beat him in the stretch. 
aaa isn’t a coupled entry te turn the 
rick. 

Interest in the race for horsemen will be 
in the struggle between Ulysses and Macy 
for the place. 


It would be practically impossible for 
Pittsburg Phil or any one else to pull off a 
Howard Mann coup in St. Louis because the 
books are not in the habit of taking on such 
large sums as were bet on the Brooklyn 
handicap. While the volume of betting 
done here is quite consid°rable, there is not 
much of it done in large chunks. 

Ther2 are a few heavy bettors here, how- 
ever, like Georg» Bennett, Barney Schreiber 
and Senator O’Brien. They occasionally 
soar up into the thousands but 
not with any alarming frequency. One 
hundred dollar and $380 bets are not uncom- 
mon and are made on almost every race 
that is started, and from that down to the 
minimum of $2 there are any number of 
them. 

The big bets are made generally with what 
the horsemen call ‘‘wise momey,”’ that is by 
a bettor who has good and reliable informa- 
tion as to the horse he is wagering his 
monev upon. 

‘ In the East they have their conservatives 
00. 

August Belmont has not made a bet this 
season. The Morris boys, Hénnen and Dave, 
are small bettors. Hennen sometimes put 
down $5 as a fiyer. The Thompsons, Lou, 
pigeon shot and bear hunter, and Billy, 
whose father left them about $25,000,000, are 
small bettors. They, are too wise to fool 
with the fire. James Galway, the ex-grocer, 
never was known to make a bet in his life. 
William Astor Chanler would make ter- 
rific plunges if ha knew how. He thinks it 
easier to plunge into the heart of Africa 
than to squeeze into the middle of the bet- 
ting ring. W. O’Brien McDonough, who 
paid $150,000 of easily inherited money for 
Ormonde, the “horse of the century,’ is a 
low fiver. Tommy Hitchcock belongs to the 
hunting set, and naturally bets. But take 
them all in all, the horse owners in the swell 
set are not doing a great deal for the health 
of the ring. They don’t bet enough to make 
things pleasant. 

The club-house set dn St. Louis is a cut 
above the East in that particular. Quite a 
number of the members are owners and 
back their colors heavily when they go to 
the post. Then their friends follow suit as a 
matter of sentiment. When the Maffitt or 
Lucas colors fail to score the ring is on vel- 
vet, 

The club-house crowd in St. Louis is 
known as the freest betting contingent cn 
the Western circuit, and the best of it from 
the pencilers’ point of view is that their 
money goes up with more freedom than wis- 
dom.

DARING WIRE TAPPERS. 


Moran and Summerfield Say They Did 
St. Louis Pool-Rooms for $7,600. 


DENVER, Colo., June 5.—Charles Moran 
and H. M. Summerfield, the pool-room wire- 
tappers, were released yesterday for lack 
of evidence. 

These men have been very free to talk 
of their prowess in other cities. Their out- 
fit included wire-cutters, a _  five-strap 
switchboard, a box relay and sounder, pole 
climbers and other paraphernalia for good 
work ‘n wtre-tapping. They eaid they were 
able to cut in upon a duplex wire. 

Summerfield says he won a record at the 
Chickering Hall contest in 1891 as a fast 
sender, having taken third prize at that 
time. 

“Five years ago,”’ said Summerfield, ‘‘Mo- 
ran and I went into the business of tap- 
ping the wires of pool-rooms and race 
tracks. We eaw how easy it was to make 
money in that way. The pool-rooms, you 
know, have no legal existence, and there- 
fore they cannot punish us. 

‘In New York we ran as a blind an X- 
ray apparatus factory at 98 East Thir- 
teenth street, under the name of Leroy & 
Co. Sometimes we got local parties to 
place our bets on a 10 per cent commission 
to avoid suspicion. We have had _ the 
pleasure of breaking pool-rooms in Ger- 
many, England, Canada and. this country, 
raising in the last five years just about 
300,000, much of which we have spent in 
bucking the faro bank, some in foreign 
travel and some in the.purchase of New 
York real estate. 

“In St. Louts we did four pool-rooms two 
months ago for $7,600, betting on Basquil 
and Parmesan of the Oakland (Cal.) track. 
We also won in backing Royal Nettie in- 
stead of Plug in June, 1895, at New Or- 
leans. We also had fun with the Roby 
and Columbia Heights pool-rooms in Chi- 
cago on Feb. 2, 1897, and simtlar places in 
Toronto and Hamilton, Canada, and the

“We were arrested in New York in Oc- 
tober, 1890, and July, 1891, on the charge of 
wire-tapping.”’

THE MADISON CAR WORKS WILL 
BE SOLD. 


BONDHOLDERS MAY BUY IN. 


The Enterprise Started at a Bad Time 
and Has Been a Losing 
Venture. 


The Madison Car Works, over in Illinois, 
are to be sold at auction by the Master in 
Chancery of Madison County on Saturday, 
June 12. 

The sale is to be made to satisfy a bonded 
indebtedness on the plant of $500,000, most 
of which is held by the Rumsey brothers, 
C. D. McClure and other owners. 

Charles D. Parsons of the State Bank and 
J. D. Van Blarcom of the National Bank 
of Commerce represent other bondholders. 

President Rumsey said Saturday to a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch: “It is an ef- 
fort to get out and eave what we can from 
what hs proved to be an unfortunate in- 
vestment. We don’t care who buys the 
plant. Anybody can have it. We regard 
the original investment of $750,000 wholly 


lost, and this sale now is for the benefit of 
the bondholders. Whether the property will 
bring the amount of the bonds 1 don’t know. 
We hope so, of course. 

“We have no idea who, if anybody, out- 
side the bond representatives wil bid. 
Probably nobody. The bondholders rather 
expect to take the property, the chief pur- 
pose being to get it out of the hande of a 
costly receivership.’’ 

When asked as to the causes of tHe com- 
y’e ill luck, Mr. Rumsey said: “Mis- 
ortune pursued the enterprise from the 
beginning. The works were established 
just at the beginning of the business de- 
ee in railway circles. We opered up 
nm 1893, at the very time when there was a 
sudden drop in railway 4 ye 

“Every railroad company in the country 
was loaded with an excess of equipment 
built for World’s Fair traffic. We thad 
scores of contracts which were repudiated, 
dozens of roads went into the hands of re- 
ceivers and their contracts were worthless. 
We lost money right along, on a great deal 
of work. 

“Then in the same season came the flood, 
which, rou know, inundated Madison 
County. Next 


hat flood cost us $100,000. 
came the general depression, which has 
lasted three years. allroad pbuilding is 
romped. new equipment is a and old 
equipment is made o duty beyond its 
“railroad life’’ eo ae ja the watch- 
word everywhere.

A meeting of the special committee of

HE DOESN'T KNOW WHY. 


Wm. Welsh Jumped Into the River 
Without Apparent Cause. 


Wiltdam Welsh threw himself into the 
river from a wharfboat at the foot of Carr 
street, at 5:45 o’clock, Saturday morning. He 


was rescued by Richard Bower and An- 
drew Well, colored deck-hands, and was 
sent to the City Hospital for observation. 

Welsh ds little the worse for his early 
morning bath, and makes no attempt to ex- 
plain why he wanted to die. 

“IT guess I must have wanted to die,’’ 
Welsh said at the hospital, “but I do not 
remember why. There was no particular 
reason for it. I just jumped into the river 
and expected to die. Somebody pulled me 
out and that is all I know about it. 

“I live in Edwardsville, Ill. That is I did 
live there until three months ago, when I 
went to Madison and found work in the 
round-house. I had only been there a few 
days when the East St. Louis police came 
and took me. Then sent me here to St. Louls 
and put me in the hospital. St. Bridget’s is 
the name, I think. It was on Broadway, 
somewhere. I was there two months, and 
when I was turned out I went:-to live with 
my sister. She lives at Maddenville. Her 
husband, Ed Lawson, is a motorman on the 
Kirkwood electric line. 

“Last night I stayed at a hotel on Broad- 

way opposite the sale stables. When I got 
up this morning I took a walk, and when I 
saw the river I just went and jumped in. I 
never had any trouble of any consequence 
and I did not care much whether I died or 
was rescued,”’ 
Welsh its 36 years old and is unmarried. 
His mind is unbalanced, and the hospital 
poyvecene say he probably never was 
right. He speaks with a drawl and there 
is no intelligence in his eyes. He was 
rescued before he had time to sink once. 
The physicians say he may catch a slight 
cold, but it is not likely that he will suffer 
any greater inconvenience.

BIG FARM FOR 
POOR CHILDREN. 


PLANS OF A NOVEL AND WORTHY 
ASSOCIATION. 


WILL BEND THE TENDER TWIG. 


Homeless Little Ones Will Be Col- 
onized.on a Farm Which May 
Be Self-Sustaining. 


At a recent meeting of the officers of the 
Children’s Industrial Farm Association it 
was decided that active operations should 
begin earlier than was at first contemplated. 
This means that the farm will probably be 
established within the next month or six 
weeks. As previously set forth in the Post- 
Dispatch the Children’s Industrial Farm is 
being projected by an organization of St. 
Louis citizens, whose object is the founda- 
tion of a worthy charity. 

When the organization was effected last 
January, it was understood that the farm 
would not be open to the reception of chil- 
dren until all of the necessary money had 
been raised. It was estimated that a fund 
of $100,000 would be required as a starter. 
The plans thave been somewhat changed, 
and it is believed feasible to commence op- 
erations on a smaller sum. However, the 
work of soliciting subscriptions will be 

ushed and as large a fund as possible will 

6 raised. 

Already the officers and members of the 
association have a considerable amount of 
money in sight and within the next few 
days an active canvass for funds will be 
made. The location of the farm has not yet 
been decided upon, but a committee will be 
appointed shortly for the purpose of de- 
termining this question. Secretary Verdier 
is in receipt of over a hundred letters from 
various parts of the adjacent country, in 
which offers are made to secure the location 
of the institution. It is the intention to be- 
gin with a farm of 200 or 300 acres. “We 

ope to secure a place somewhere within 
fifty miles of the city,’’ said Secretary Ver- 
dier, ‘‘as we believe it best to get a little Be- 
yond the suburbs. In the first place urban 
real estate values are too high, and then we 
want to get far enough out so the inmates 
can not run away and get back to the city.’”’ 

As is generally understood, the object in 
establishing this farm is to make a home for 
dependent children. The question of age 
has not yet been decided, but the general 
opinion Is that children from 4 to 12 will be 
accepted. This, however, may be changed 
somewhat. No admission fee will be charged 
and none but children dependent on public 
charity will be admitted. 

he membership of the organization is 
composed of people of various religions and 
the institution will be strictly non-secta- 
rian. The idea of the management is to 
co-operate with all other institutions of a 
charitable nature. The variouge homes for 
children in the city will be carefully 
watched, and whenever there is a lack of 
room the overflow will be accommodated 
at the farm. 

The organization proposes the erection of 
as many thi oy as are necessary tod fur- 
nish accommodations. The start will be 
made with but a few cottages. Then from 
time to time as the funds increaee and the 
necessity arises, other cottages will be 
built. There will be no crowding together, 
as is necessarily the case in city institu- 
tions where the room ie limited. he farm 
will be large enough and there will be a 
sufficient number of cottages so it will not 
be necessary to put too many inmates in 
one place. 

There will be one large central building, 
which will serve as a general store-house, 
school and office. Special attention will be 
given to moral teaching, but there will be 
no creed. One of the chief objects of the 
establishment outside of furnishing a home 
for the dependent little ones will be to 
give them a good education. A manual 
training school will be one of the features, 
and any child exhibiting adaptability for 
ny certain line will be given special train- 

_ the way of making the farm egelf-sus- 
taining, or as nearly so as possible, berry 
raising will be extensively engaged in. Once 
the berries are started, the children, even 
the smaller oncs, will be valuable as pick- 
ers. The management believes, and it is 
expected that the Children’s Industrial 
Farm will’ take rank as one of the largest 
berry producing concerns in the whole 
country, 

The association having this charity in 
charge is regularly incorporated under the 
State laws and has the power to acquire 
and hold property. The membership will 
consist of about 500 well known St. Louits- 
ans. Each member must pay an assessment, 
which goes toward defraying incidental ex- 
penses. The management is sanguine in pre- 
dicting the success of the undertaking. For 
example, similar institutions in New York, 
Michigan, New Jersey and other States are 
cited. In several States these farms are un- 
der State control. 

The officers are: President, Dr. John D. 
Vincil; First Vice-President, Ernst Robyn; 
Secretary, A. R. Verdier; Treasurer, George 
A. Roth. 

The Advisory Board is as follows: R. J. 
Lackland, Charles W. Nugent, Cc. F. G. 
Mever, Adolphus Busch, Jacob Furth, R. 
M. Scruggs, H. Clay Pierce, L. B. Tebbetts, 
James T. Drummond, Wm. McMillan. Jas.

From this time forward, it is announced, 
meetings will be held frequently and the 
work will be pushed rapidly. At the next 
meeting a special committee will be ap- 
pointed to select a site for the farm.
